At Choisy le Roi, southeast of 
Paris, 2,000 inhabitants hav e fled 
from their flooded homes in the 
p ast 48 hours. 
All along the riv er, both east 
and west of Paris, workmen are 
building sandbag barriers. 
Already water had seep ed into 
cellars of 
building s 
in the h£ aTT o fin e city as t h e 
Notre Dame cathedral which is on 
an island in the riv er; and t h e 
Palais Bourbon, which houses the 
National Assembly . Today , m o r e 
building s on the left Bank were 
inv aded and many homes on the 
fashionable west side. The p olo 
field and the Long champ s race­ 
track in the Bois de Boulog ne were 
submerg ed. 
The Louv re in the heart of Paris 
was threatened. The p alace, which 
shelters p riceless p ainting s a n d 
sculp ture, is only about 25 y ards 
from the Riv er’s edg e. 
The riv er has r e a c h e d the 
streets of Paris in only a few sp ots, 
the Quai de Bercy and the Quai 
de Rap ee on the east side were 
most affected.

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Annual Soils, Crops Meeting 
In Lilbourn Attracts 70 People 


Seventy adults and youth farm­ 
ers attended the 19th Annual Soils 
and Crops Conference in New Mad­ 
rid County on Thursday, Jan. 13. 
Hie Conference was held in t h e 
lilbourn High School. The meeting 
got under way with the Chairman 
at the Soils and Crops Committee, 
Charles Penman, Portageville, pre­ 
siding. The 1954 conference min­ 
utes were read by the Secretary., 
Francis Hulshof of Portageville. 
Tile following farmers reported 
their experiences during the 1954 
drouth year, reports Francis Hul­ 
shof, Secretary, 
C. C. Norris, Risco, reported on 
his 31 at res of Fox Cotton. Norris 
had limed the acreage with three 
tons per acre during the past three 
years and had spread from 800 to 
100 pounds of rock phosphate dur­ 
ing the past two years. The land 
had previously been in soybeans 
until 1954. This past spring 200 
pounds of 0-0-60^ was distributed 
pkr acre before the land was bed­ 
ded. The entire acreage averaged 
796 pounds of lint cotton per acre. 
Itowever, the eleven acres of early 
“frost bitten” cotton yielded con­ 
siderably more per acre than tht 
land of replanted cotton. A good 
rye and vetch cover crop was also 
turned under before planting th e 
cotton. 
James Roth of Malden, who has 
bden doing some work on soils re­ 
search with the University of Mis­ 
souri Soils Department, reported 
on. the placement of fertilizer an 
cotton. Since this test was only on 
0110 year basis, Mr. Roth reported 
that farmers should not take these 
results too seriously. On these tests 
the land was either bedded or flat 
bboke. According to the tests this 
past year, in each case th ecotton 
yielded more where the land was 
flat broke, regardless of fertilizer 
treatment. 
Rpth also reported on com irri­ 
gation. He planted U.S. 523W on 
the 15th of May at the rate of 15,- 
000 stalks per acre. The com that 
was irrigated received two inches 
of water July 10th and three inches 
on August 2nd. The field also re­ 
ceived two inches of rain July 14th 
ahd 1% inches, July 22nd. On the 
bo fertilizer treatment plot t h e 
yfeM was ¿7 bnshels.

Previously to seed­ 
ing the wheat, 2 tons of barnyard 
manure was spread per acre. 15 
pounds of lespedeza was seeded in 
the wheat in February The wheat 
was top dressed with 75 pounds of 
aftimonia nitrate in last March. 
3Q head of Holstein dairy cows 
were pastured on this 12 acres dur­ 
ing the months of March and April. 
The wheat yielded on a average 
of 43 bushels per acre on the en­ 
tire 12 acres. However, on the plot 
that Carl had in the 40 Bushel 
wheat club yielded 53 bushels per 
acre. The lespedeza in the high 
yielding wheat was very thin which 
was partially due to the rank 
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wheat and also due to army worms 
that attacked the lespedeza l a s t 
Storing. The lespedeza was then 
p&stured and cut for hay. 
Farm Manager Reporta 
Maxwell Williams, farm man­ 
ager of Gideon Anderson Company, 
gaVe a report of the results of the 
cotton and soybean irrigation re­ 
sults for 1954. Many farmers in 
Southeast Missouri observed these 
crops at the Irrigation Field Day 
this past August. The cotton re­ 
ceiving no irrigation yielded 930 
pounds seed cotton per acre. The 
irrigated c o t t o n yielded 2580 
pounds seed cotton per acre. The 
cdtton irrigated received three ap­ 
plications of water (2 inches July 
ltth, 2% inches August 20th. and 
ltfe inches August 27th). The ferti­ 
lizer treatment included 150 pounds 
of ammonia nitrate and 20 pounds 
6-12-12 plowed under and 100 pound 
6-12-12 applied as a starter. O n e 
interesting 
observation, 
reports 
Williams, that on the non irrigated 
cotton which was Fox variety it 
required 115 bolls to make a pound 
of cotton. 
Thie soybeans were planted on 
May 17th following barley which 
had been pastured off completely. 
Hie beans planted were of t h e 
Perry variety and were irrigated 
as follows: 3 inches July 4th, 4 
inches July 25th and 5 inches Au­ 
gust 10th. The soybeans were har­ 
vested on September 28th which is 
a late harvesting date for this 
variety. Williams noted that this 
was due to heavy late aplication 
of water. The non irrigated soy­ 
beans yielded 5.48 bushels per acre 
and the irrigated yielded 32.23 
bushels per acre. Williams also 


gave an estimate of their cost of 
operation. He estimated that an 
average of 3 inches was applied on 
the 100 acres irrigated and that the 
cost was something around $200 
per month during the time crops 
were being irrigated. 
Clyde Scott of Slkeston reported 
on his livestock operation. In the 
fall of 1953, he built an above the 
ground trench silo. This silo was 
filled with corn silage which other­ 
wise would have been a total loss. 
In October Scott attended a feeder 
cattle sale and bought 23 head of 
feeder c a l v e s , averaging 363 
pounds on October 10th. Mr. Scott 
has 26 acres of fescue, permanent 
pasture 
and these 
steers were 
placed on this pasture. Mr. Scott 
sold these cattle on July 19th at 
an average weight of 796 pounds 
This gave him an average daily 
gain of \Vz pounds. This gain was 
made by feeding the silage, ground 
corn, supplement, a little molasses 
and were finished on ground bar­ 
ley. The total cost of feeding with 
the exception of silage was about 
$750. The steers were bought at 16 
to 17 cents per pound. In July when 
they were sold they averaged 19% 
cents. The profit received from 
these cattle would average better 
than $40 per head. Scott built an 
additional silo this past fall a n d 
bought more cattle. Incidentally, 
he grows less than 15 acres of cot­ 
ton on a 160 acre farm. 
Ross Fleetwood, Extension Spe­ 
cialist of Field Crops, University 
of Missouri, reported on some of 
the irrigation results of the past 
year. At the Campbell Experiment 
Station, Mr. Fleetwood summariz­ 
ed the corn irrigation test by sav­ 
ing that 1 2 ,0 0 0 stalks per acre and 
130 pounds of N seemed to be the 
upper limit of stalk population and 
nitrogen application. The soybean 
tests during the past year at 
Campbell were better than t h e 
previous year. The Ogden and Dor­ 
man varieties were used. With no 
irrigation Ogden yielded 9 bushels 
and Dorman 7 bushels per acre. 
With a total application of 12% 
inches of water the Ogden yielded 
32 bushels per acre and the Dor­ 
man 34 bushels ner acre. 
Cotton Varieties 
The cotton varieties used in the 
Compbell test were Fox and Del- 
fos 9169. Two rates of nitrogen ap­ 
plication were used which were 6 6 
pounds N and 114 pounds of N 
With no irrigation and 6 6 pounds 
of N the Fox cotton yielded 1490 
pounds seed cotton and the Delfos 
1380 pounds seed cotton. With an

The 1955 memorandum, as re­ 
written by the Board of Curators, 
carried several changes most ob­ 
jectionable of which w'as t h e 
clause whereby the former policy 
of joint authority betw'een the Uni­ 
versity and the sponsoring group 
(Farm Bureau! in the placement 
or removal of county agents was 
eliminated leaving the sponsoring 
group without any authority over 
the agents. 
In addition, as another reason 
for its action in voting to recall 
the contract, signed at the Decem­ 
ber meeting, the Stoddard County 
Farm 
Bureau members 
pointed 
out that while the Board of Cura­ 
tors had made a resolution declar­ 
ing the type of commercial activi­ 
ties engaged in by the Farm Bu­ 
reau w’ere not objectionable they 
felt that it might be a source of 
trouble in the future. 
A letter was written to the Board 
of Curators outlining the position 
of the Stoddard County Farm Bu­ 
reau and asking that the contract 
be returned and a copy sent to 
each m em ber of the Board of 
Curators.

He recommended the soil test as 
a guide to the use of fertilizer 
and lime He stated that the cost 
of fertilizer and lime is an invest­ 
ment and should be 
considered 
from a long time standpoint rath­ 
er than a one-year proposition, 
as returns would be realized for 
several years. He stated that fer­ 
tilizer is used in order to omit fer­ 
tility as a limiting factor in crop 
production. In order to do this, we 
must find out which plant foods 
to use to remove fertility as a 
limited factor and this is where 
the soil test is important, he said. 
Concerning irrigation, Mr. Chris­ 
ty said that water is also a very 
important factor in production and 
irrigation is a means of removing 
it as a limiting factor. Irrigation 
should be applied, however, after 
fertilization and all other good 
production 
practices 
have 
been 
taken care of. 
In discussing permanent pasture, 
Christy emphasized the importance 
of grass - l e g u m e mixtures. 
Very little trouble from bloat as 
a result of using Ladlno has been 
experienced in Missouri where a 
good stand of grass was established, 
he said. He emphasized the im ­ 
portance of using adequate fertil­ 
ity' to produce an abundant growth 
and stated that up to IOO pounds of 
] actual nitrogen may be used prof­ 
itably particularly in connection 
with irrigation. 
He urged farmers to watch sev­ 
eral new and relatively new va­ 
rieties. These included Know wheat 
Piper and Greenleaf Sudan. Climax 
and Robe Lespedeza and B400 and 
Kenbar Barley. Regarding lespe­ 
deza varieties, he stated that where 
wilt is a problem. Climax and 
Kobe have produced considerably 
better than Korean in Southeast 
Missouri. Climax is to be preferred. 
he said. Concerning sudan. Piper 
and Greenleaf produce high yields 
and offer much less danger of 
Prussia acid poisoning 
According to tho speaker, a Bal­ 
anced Farming Plan is the most 
desirable way of tieing all good 
practices together on the farm .

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Annual Soils, Crops Meeting 
In Lilboum Attracts 70 People 


Seventy adults and youth farm­ 
ers attended the 19th Annual Soils 
and Crops Conference in New Mad­ 
rid County on Thursday, Jan. 13. 
The Conference was held in t h e 
Lilbourn High School. The meeting 
got under way with the Chairman 
of the Soils and Crops Committee, 
Charles Penman, Portageville, pre­ 
siding. The 1954 conference min­ 
utes were read by the Secretary., 
Francis Hulshof of Portageville. 
The following 
farmers 
reported 
their experiences during the 1954 
drouth year, reports Francis Hul­ 
shof, Secretary. 
C. C. Norris, Risco, reported on 
his 31 abres of Fox Cotton. Norris 
had limed the acreage with three 
tons per acre during the past three 
years and had spread from 800 to 
100 pounds of rock phosphate dur­ 
ing the past two years. The land 
had previously been in soybeans 
until 1954. This past spring 200 
pounds of 0-0-60' was distributed 
per acre before the land was bed­ 
ded. The entire acreage averaged 
796 pounds of lint cotton per acre. 
However, the eleven acres of early 
"frost bitten” cotton yielded con­ 
siderably more per acre than the 
land of replanted cotton. A good 
rye and vetch cover crop was also 
turned under before planting t h e 
cotton. 
James Roth of Malden, who has 
been doing some work on soils re­ 
search with the University of Mis­ 
souri Soils Department, reported 
on the placement of fertilizer on 
cotton. Since this test was only on 
one year basis, Mr. Roth reported 
that farmers should not take these 
results too seriously. On these tests 
the land was either bedded or flat 
broke. According to the tests this 
past year, in each case th ecotton 
yielded more where the land was 
flat broke, regardless of fertilizer 
treatment. 
Rpth also reported on com irri­ 
gation. He planted U.S. 523W on 
the 15th of May at the rate of 15,- 
000 stalks per acre The corn that 
was irrigated received two inches 
of water July 10th and three inches 
on August 2rrd. The field also re­ 
ceived two inches of rain July 14th 
and l 1^ inches, July 22nd. On the 
no fertilizer treatm ent plot t h e 
yield war ^7 bushels.

monia nitrate. Previously to seed­ 
ing the wheat, 2 tons of barnyard 
manure was spread per acre. 15 
pounds of lesoedeza was seeded in 
the wheat in Februarv The wheat 
was top dressed with 75 pounds of 
atnmonia nitrate in last March. 
3Q head of Holstein dairy cows 
were pastured on this 1 2 acres dur­ 
ing the months of March and April 
The wheat yielded on a average 
of 43 bushels per acre on the en­ 
tire 12 acres.

Many farm ers in 
Southeast Missouri observed these 
crops at the Irrigation Field Day 
this past August. The cotton

pounds seed cotton per acre. The

The 
cotton irrigated received three ap­ 
plications of wrater <2 inches July

of ammonia nitrate and 2 0 pounds 
6-12-12 plowed under and 1 0 0 pound

observation, 
reports 
Williams, that on the non irrigated 
cotton which was Fox variety it 
required 115 bolls to make a pound 
of cotton. 
The soybeans were planted on 
May 17th following barley which 
had been pasturtd off completely. 
The beans planted wore of t h e 
Perry variety and were irrigated 
as follows: 3 inches July 4th. 
4 
inches July 25th and 5 inches Au­ 
gust 10th. The soybeans were har­ 
vested on September 28th wrhich is 
a late harvesting date for this 
variety. Williams noted that this 
yvas due to heavy late aplication 
jf water. The non irrigated soy­ 
beans yielded 5 48 bushels per acre 
and

>ushels per acre. Williams also 


gave an estimate of their cost of 
operation. He estimated that an 
average of 3 inches was applied on 
the 1 0 0 acres irrigated and that the 
cost was something around 
$ 2 0 0 
per month during the time crops 
were being irrigated. 
Clyde Scott of Sikeston reported 
on his livestock operation. In the 
fall of 1953, he built an above the 
ground trench silo. This silo was 
filled with corn silage which other­ 
wise would have been a total loss. 
In October Scott attended a feeder 
cattle sale and bought 23 head of 
feeder 
c a l v e s , 
averaging 363 
pounds on October 10th. Mr. Scott 
has 26 acres of fescue, permanent 
pasture 
and 
these 
steers 
were 
placed on this pasture. Mr. Scott 
sold these cattle on July 19th at 
an average weight of 796 pounds 
This gave him an average daily 
gain of 1% pounds. This gain was 
made by feeding the silage, ground 
corn, supplement, a little molasse.1- 
and were finished on ground bar­ 
ley. The total cost of feeding with 
the exception of silage was about 
$750. The steers were bought at 16 
to 17 cents per pound. In July w’hon 
they were sold they averaged 19^ 
cents. The profit received from 
these cattle would average better 
than $40 per head. Scott built an 
additional silo this past fall a n d 
bought more cattle.

Jim Blackman tells me of his 
observation of two thicknesses of 
corn in a ten acre field last year 
half of which was planted in white 
and other half in yellow.

Herb vinegars can add th a t cer­ 
tain som ething

m akes it extra special. Miss M ar- 
garct Mangel, M issouri U niversity 
home econom ist, says herb 
vine­ 
gars can be m ade easily and m- 
expensively at home. For a m ixed' 
herb 
vinegar 
to 
com plem ent 
a 
green or vegetable salad, M i s s 
Mangel suggests this com bination. 
To one q u a rt of boiling clear vine­ 
gar add one-half teaspoon 
clove 
buds, 
one-halt 
teaspoon 
p epper­ 
corn, one stick cinnam on, an d one 
small clove garlic that has been 
slashed. Let the m ixture sta n d for 
about 10 days, then strain. 
Store the spiced herb v in eg ar in 
a bottle or covered container for 
future use. O ther recipes for herb 
vinegars and suggestions for their 
use are given in Station Bulletin 
631, ‘‘V inegars and Salad D re ss­ 
ings,” which has just been 
pub­ 
lished by the University of M issou­ 
ri College of Agriculture. 
Also included are m any recipes 
for various kinds of dressings for 
m eat, fruit and vegetable salads.

Mangel suggests this combination. 
To one quart of boiling clear vine­ 
gar add one-half teaspoon clove 
buds, 
one-halt 
teaspoon 
pepper­ 
corn, one stick cinnamon, and one 
small clove garlic that has been 
slashed. Let the mixture stand for 
about IO days, then strain. 
Store the spiced herb vinegar in 
a bottle or covered container for 
future use. Other recipes for herb 
vinegars and suggestions for their 
use are given in Station Bulletin 
631, “ Vinegars and Salad Dress­ 
ings,’’ which has just been 
pub­ 
lished by the University of Missou­ 
ri College of Agriculture.

WHAT FARMERS SOLI) 
IN THE DAYS OF 49 
The 
following 
was 
submitted 
by a reader of The Vienna Times. 
It appeared in The Times several 
years ago. It is reprinted to give 
the younger generation some idea 
of what a farm sale consisted of 
during the life-time of their great 
and great, great grandfathers: 
Jam es Moody has a copy of a 
bill on a farm sale purported to 
have been in the year of 1849. It 
was given to Mr. Boyd b£ his 
son-in-law. Dr. T. V. Boyd of 
East St. Louis, who in turn had 
received it from his mother who 
resides at Anna.
